At V 
the last session of the legislature It is a well known fact that powerful •£• 
interests worked against the Western Pacific Company. 


Many important measures that meant much to the people of Cali- 


fornit, and likewise would have enabled the Western Pacific to con- ^ 
struct its lines through that state without much trouble, were de- -5- 
feated.

No excuse was made for this radical and unfriendly action. As a 


result it is almost a foregone conclusion that the company's applica- 
tion will be turned down. To use the words of one in a position to 
know: 
"It is doubtful if they (the legislature)""will give us a lease for 


the Sacramento pioperty." 


A few weeks ago Attorney Bartnett of this city went to Reno, and 


is said to have secured an option on eighty acres of choice land, ad- 
mirably situated and well adapted 
to the company's needs, between 


Reno and the Sparks mines. The site, however, is closer to the City of 
Reno and within easy reach of the business portion of that place. 


Though not announced definitely, it is as good as confirmed that 


the company intends to use this tract of land for Us yards, car shops 
and other buildings necessary to maintaining a terminal for one of 
the largest railroads in the United States. 


The land is level and admirably situated for railroad 
purposes. 


But little grading and no filling will be required to place it in condition 
to receive the tracks. 


Even if the Pair grounds at California's Ca,pital City are secured by 


the company, Reno will be made the division terminus of the big lino 
and the shops will be established there. 


With the big Southern Pacific shops, now in course of erection at 


Reno, the building- of the big works by the Western Pacific Company 
will make the garden city of the Sagebrush State one of the most im 
portant railroad centers on the Pacific Coast.

He was told of 


the news sent out from San Francisco 
and seemed greatly surprised.

He stated that he was not in a posi- 


tion to either confirm or deny the re- 
port, though he was glad to hear that 
the people of Reno would receive such 
joyful tidings on Christinas morning. 


The last survey of the road passes 


within four miles of Reno and to the 
north. It has been stated that this is 
the most practical route the company 
could find. The most difficult problem 
the surveyors found in getting into Ne- 
vada from California was the grades. 


The main object has been to avoid 


a heavy haul for their freight over the 
hill. Some state that to g-et the survey 
over the intervening four miles and 
into Reno would require fourteen miles 
additional track, and a slight addi- 
tional grade. 


This, however, is denied by persons 


who are well 
acquainted with 
the 


coxmtry. 


They maintain that the survey can 


be brought through Reno without in- 
creasing the mileage to any great ex- 
tent.

"COTTON AND SILVER" 


T is true that cotton is higher than at any time since the 


civil war. 
It is owing, however, to unnatural condi- 


tions, and the advanced price, while it does not benefit 
the producer is an additional burden to all consumers, 
who comprise the entire population of the countiy 
The 


only ones benefitted are the members of the syndicate who 
cornered the staple and when the bulk of it was m their 
own hands raised the price to famine rates 
This action 


of the monopolists caused either the shutting down of 
most of the cotton mills in New England or compelled 
them to run on half time with a reduction of wages of 
such operators as the mill owners were not obliged to 
discharge 
It is estimated that over 150,000 men and wo- 


men were thrown entirely out of employment while moi •= 
than that number had 'to submit to a cut off in time as 
well as reduction of wages, which they did without resort 
to a strike, it being apparent to them that the double re 
duction was not the fault of the employers who othei - 
wise would have to close down theii works altogether, as 
they could not, except at great loss, manufacture cotton
